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"Polishing the Gold," 
the 1995 Mariner , was 
printed by Herff Jones 
Yearbooks of Shawnee 
Mission, Kansas. Press 
run was 315 copies for 
volume 83. Mark Pot- 
teiger served as com- 
pany representative. 
Miss Jill Thurston ad- 
vised the publication 
with the help of Mrs. Al- 
ice Fritts. 

The cover and theme 
concept was created 
during a brainstorming 
session in 6th period 
journalism class. The 
nova text (silver) snow 
cloud cover has an am- 
ethyst foil application 
and a gold metallay 
raised surface. The cov- 
er and spine are printed 
with rich gold silk 
screen paint. The text 


paper is 80 pound bor- 
deaux. The endsheets 
are navajo stock with 
pearl heather ink. Of 
the first sixteen pages, 
eight are full color (a 
first!) and eight are spot 
color. 

The artwork on the 
cover and throughout 
the book was designed 
by the yearbook staff. 

The body type and 
caption type are stymie 
light. The headline 
types are souvenir light 
italic, souvenir demi 
bold italic, and newbu- 
ry. The folio type was 
done in stymie bold. 

Yearbooks were sold 
for $30 before Valenti- 
ne's Day and $35 after 
that. The publication 
was financed by $4,663 
in advertising and 


$2,258 in candy sales. 
The staff also held a car- 
nation sale, a candy bar 
sale, and a school- wide 
auction.
